THE  BLOOMFIELD  MURDER. 

Tracing  the  Tracks  of  the  Suspected  Mur¬ 
derers  in  the  Snow, 

Finos,  Dec.  20.-  The  preliminary  inves¬ 
tigation  in  the  Bloomfield  murder  case  was 
resumed  this  morning  at  0  o’clock,  in  the 
Court  i  louse,  before  Police  Magistrate  Curry 
and  the  two  other  magistrates  associated 
with  him,  yesterday.  The  evidence  to-day 
w as  chiefly  respecting  the  tracks.  It  will 
be  remembered  Chat  a  light  snow  had  fallen 
early  on  the  evening  of  the  night  on  which 
the  murder  was  committed,  which,  while  it 
covered  all  the  old  tracks  enabled  the  fresh 
tracks  to  he  plainly  seen.  The 
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iree  oi  cost,  it,  would  ue  waste  oi  space  to  re¬ 
produce  them.  After  he  had  dispensed  this 
fund  of  cheap  knowledge,  and  made  some  re¬ 
ference  to  what  he  considered  was  misman¬ 
agement  on  the  part  of  the  town  council  in 
not  paying  the  *2,000  debenture  due  in  1883, 
he  indulged  in  a  little  egotistical  bluster. 
He  considered  that  matters  of  unusual  im¬ 
portance  would  arise  in  the  county  council 
next  year,  and  it  was  necessary  to  have 
“some  fellow  there  who  has  had  experience 
and  could  treat  the  members  well  and  get 
all  he  could  for  the  town.”  He  gave  the 
people  to  understand  pretty  distinctly  that 
4  the  fellow”  who  could  do  this  up  to  tne 
handle  was  himself.  Mr.  Aylsworth  had  no 
such  personal  magnetism  in  his  composition 
os  he  had.  He  considered  that  Mr.  Ayls¬ 
worth  should  learn  to  creep  before  lie  began 
to  walk,  and  should  aspire  only  to  the 
Deputy-Reeveship.  After  some  further  re¬ 
marks  of  a  general  character  he  took  his 
seat. 

Mr.  Aylsworth  asked  Mr.  Wilson  if  it  was 
presumption  on  his  (*Mr.  A.’s)  part  to  aspire 
to  the  Reeveship,  was  it  not  presumption  in 
Mr.  Wilson  to  step  into  the  Warden  s  chair  I 
over  Mr.  Herring,  who  had  been  Reeve  for  !

Mr.  Wilson  with  becoming  modesty  ex¬ 
plained  that  he  was  selected  Warden  because  j 
lie  was  better  fitted  for  the  otlice  than  | 
Mr.  Herring. 

Mr.  T.  <1.  Carscallen  on  coming  forward  ! 
complained  that  Mr.  Wilson  had  taken  all  j 
the  wind  out  of  his  sails  by  taking  the  tig-  1 
uivs  out  of  his  book,  which  elicited  loud  • 
laughter.  The  speaker  seeing  the  “bull”  he  1 
had  made,  qualified  the  remark  by  saying  I 

fat  the  figures  were  the  same  as  he  had  in-  i 
tended  using.  |The  figures  were  in  Mr.  ; 
Roe’s  handwriting  and  were  no  doubt  inten-  1 
ded  for  both.  |  He  claimed  credit  for  having 
improved  the  appearance  of  the  county  build¬ 
ings  and  grounds,  and  for  having  been  a  reg¬ 
ular  attendant  of  the  council.  He  hod 
missed  only  one  night  in  seven  years.  He  ' 
hoped  all  would  come  out  and  vote  for  him.

Mr.  John  Clift’  on  coming  forward  stated  !

AMANDA  FLUCH’S  MURDERER. 

First  Knocked  Down  and  Then  Carried 
to  a  Tree  and  Hanged. 

t  The  Grand  J ury  of  Middlesex  county, 
New  Jersey,  in  session  at  New  Bruns¬ 
wick  recently,  presented  an  indictment 
for  murder  against  John  Koop,  the  self- 
confessed  murderer  of  Amanda  Fluch  of 
Quakertown,  Pa.,  otherwise  known  as 
Fannie  Duhnain.  Koop’s  confession  to 
Chief  of  Police  Fourat  and  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  detectives  included  many  details  of 
the  crime. 

“  The  girl  accused  me  of  deceiving  her 
while  I  was  in  Quakertown,  in  December, 
1882,”  he  said,  “and  insisted  that  I 
should  marry  her.  t  I  refused,  and  after  I 
went  away  she  wrote  to  me  several  times, 
repeating  the  request.  I  finally  answer¬ 
ed  one  of  her  letters  while  I  was  in  Perth 
Amboy,  and  invited  her  to  come.  We 
remained  that  night  at  the  hotel  where  I 
was  stopping,  and  the  next  morning  about 
0  o’clock  I  invited  her  to  take  a  walk  with 
me  in  the  woods.  She  walked  alongside 
me,  and  asked  me  once  or  twice  if  1  ex¬ 
pected  to  marry  her.  She  said 
SHE  LOVED  ME, 

and  would  make  me  a  good  wife,  but  I 
said  fcNo.’  L  made  a  proposal  to  her 
which  she  rejected,  and  1  then  struck  her 
on  tne  back  of  the  neck  with  my  fist,  and 
she  fell  on  her  face,  the  blood  running 
out  of  her  nose  and  mouth.  I  wipped  it 
away  with  my  handkerchief,  which  was 
thus  stained,  and  I  threw  it  away.” 

Koop  then  paused,  and  evidently  desir¬ 
ed  to  stop  there  or  repeat  his  previous  de¬ 
claration  that  he  had  left  the  woman 
where  she  fell,  but  the  Chief  of  Police 
said  :

9  What  are  the  ladies  to  do  about  their 
silks  in  the  future  ?  The  visible  supply 
is  falling  off  from  year  to  year.  In  China 
the  insect  ravages  among  the  silk  worms 
have  been  so  great  that  not  one  half  as 
much  of  the  raw  material  is  now  produc¬ 
ed  as  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  decrease 
continues  to  an  alarming  extent.  The 
same  trouble  exists  elsewhere  among  the 
silk-worms,  but  not  yet  to  such  a  serious 
extent.  Many  of  the  beautiful  woolen  fabrics 
of  to-day  are  capital  substitutes  for  silk, 
being  neat  and  comfortable,  and  there 
need  be  butlittle  fear  of  any  scarcity  of  the 
supply  of  the  raw  material.  The  fashion 
of  wearing  fine  wool  instead  of  silk  fab¬ 
rics  rhould  be  encouraged,  for  more  rea¬ 
sons  than  one. 

A  rich  Scottish  widow  has  been  lately 
doing  a  very  sensible  thing.  Mr.  John 
Elder  was  a  very  successful  Glasgow  ship 
builder,  and,  dying,  he  left  a  very  hand¬ 
some  sum  at  his  wife’s  disposal.  Instead 
of  spending  all  her  spare  means  on  an 
elaborate  monument  over  his  grave,  or  in 
some  public  square,  she  has  arranged  to 
hand  over  to  the  Senate  of  Glasgow  Uni¬ 
versity  the  munificent  sum  of  $G2,500  for 
the  purpose  of  endowing  a  chair  of  naval 
architecture.  Probably  the  whole  world 
may  reap  some  advantages  from  a  wise 
bequest  of  this  kind.  The  endowment  of 
one  or  more  chairs  in  practical  science 
would  probably  do  more  good  in  Canada 
just  now  than  expending  a  similar  amount 
for  some  other  chair  in  theology. 

What  an  amount  of  bloodshed  and 
murder  has  come  out  of  that  terrible 
Phoenix  Park  business.  Nine  human 
lives,  at  least,  have  been  sacrificed,  and 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  end  is  not  even 
yet.  The  cry  for  blood  still  is  raised, 
and  there  is  no  concealing  the  fact  that  as 
each  human  victim  is  offered  up,  there  is 
a  great  deal  of  evident  satisfaction  on  one 
side  or  the  other.  The  whole  history  of 
that  bloody  Dublin  plot,  and  its  results, 
will  yet  be  written,  but,  it  will  never  be 
a  creditable  page  in  the  history  of  civili¬ 
zation  and  human  progress.

TERRIBLE  RAILWAY  ACCIDENT. 

Twenty-Three  Workmen  Killed  and  Ten 
Wounded. 

A  painful  accident  occurred  near  the  Hum- 
iter,  west  of  Toronto,  Wednesday  morning 
on  the  Great  Western  division  of  the  C: rand 
Trunk.  Full  of  life,  and  health  and  hope 
forty-three  men  left  the  city  on  the  subur¬ 
ban  train  for  their  work  at  the  Bolt  Works, 
between  High  Park  and  the  Humber.  Half 
an  hour  afterwards  many  of  them  lay  dead 
in  the  ditch,  bruised  and  broken,  and  ter- 
rible  to  look  upon.  N  early  all  of  them  were 
frightfully  mangled,  some  with  both  legs 
crushed  to  a  jelly,  others  with  their  legs 
burnt  to  a  cinder,  while  others  had  their 
skulls  crushed  in,  arms  off  and  bodies  man¬ 
gled  out  of  shape.  It  appears  that  the  sub¬ 
urban  train,  of  which  Mr.  Carter  is  the  con- 
<iuctor,  left  the  station  about  nine  minutes 
late,  and  was  going  at  the  usual  rate  of 
speed.  J ust  after  it  had  passed  the  toll-gate 
Kennedy,  the  engineer,  gave  a  whistle,  and 
thinking  that  the  line  was  quite  clear, 
steamed  ahead.  On  the  south  side  Of  the 
track  there  is  a  heavy  growth  of  trees,  which 
prevented  the  engineer  from  seeing  very  far 
ahead,  and  at  the  terminus  of  these  trees 
there  is  a  sharp  curve  and  a  heavy  grade. 
The  sound  of  the  whistle  had  hardly  died 
away  before  an  engine,  attached  to  which 
were  two  cabooses,  appeared  around  the 
corner,  coming  towards  the  dummy  at  a  high 
i*ate  of  speed.  Kennedy  reversed  the  engine, 
but  seeing  that  nothing  cou id  avert  a  colli¬ 
sion,  he  shrieked  out  a  warning  and  he  and 
the  fireman  jumped,  rolling  down  the  slight 
embankment.  Mr.  Carter,  who  was  passing 
from  the  first  to  the  second  car — there  were 
only  two  attached  to  the  dummy — heard  the 
orj’,  and  looking  out,  saw  the  train  within 
foity  yards  of  him.  He  yelled  out  “jump 
boys,”  and  threw  himself  forward,  and  as  he 
did  so  the  trains  met.  The  engine  struck 
the  dummy  and  knocked  the  boiler  clean 
through  the  car,  crushing  the  unfortunate 
passengers  in  every  direction,  and  pinning 
many  of  them  to  the  floor.  The  impetus  was 
so  great  that  the  engine  actually  mounted 
the  truck  of  the  dummy,  which,  strange  to 
say,  kept  the  rails,  and  remained  there  on  a 
balance.  The  engineer  of  the  train  that  ran 
into  the  dummy,  when  he  saw  that  a  colli¬ 
sion  was  Inevitable,  sprang  from  the  engine 
and  escaped  with  a  few  slight  wounds,  but 
Thomas,  the  fireman,  was  not  so  fortunate. 
When  he  saw  his  companion  jump,  he  leaned 
over  the  side  of  the  engine,  and  as  he  did  so 
the  collision  occurred,  and  he  was  buried  in 
the  ruins,  his  death  being  instantaneous. 
Nearly  all  of  the  passengers  wdre  em  cloyed 
at  the  Humber  Bolt  Works,  and  they  were 
on  their  way  to  work  when  the  collision  oc¬ 
curred.  With  the  exception  of  five  or  six 
the  whole  thirty-seven  occupied  seats  in  the 
front  car,  and  so  far  as  can  be  at  present 
learned,  only  one  man — bis  name  is  supposed 
to  be  O’Donohue-  -escaped  from  being  killed 
or  wounded. 

The  conductor  of  the  freight  train,  George 
Barber,  it  is  said,  is  to  blame  for  running  in 
without  orders.  He  was  promptly  put  under 
arrest,  awaiting  the  result  of  the  inquest. 
The  ali'air  has  cast  a  gloom  over  Toronto  as 
man}  of  the  men  resided  in  the  city  with 
their  families.

OBITUARY. 

The  Late  Col.  Geo.  H.  Detlor,  Ex-M.l*. 

Monday  morning  about  11  o’clock  Col. 
Geo.  H.  Detlor  breathed  his  last  at  the  resid 
ence  of  his  son-in-law,  James  Perry,  Esq. 
Ihe  old  gentleman  for  the  past  few  years  has 
bten  very  infirm,  but  up  to  a  few  months 
ago  he  had  full  possession  of  his  faculties. 
He  was  a  prominent  figure  in  the  Bay  Dis¬ 
trict  in  his  time,  beinjfc  man  of  ability  and 
??  ^tegrity.  The  following  sketch  of 
his  life  written  by  himself  some  twenty  years 
which  by.  the  kind  permission  of  his 
relatives  we  print,  affords  a  much  more  ac¬ 
curate  account  of  his  life’s  work  than  any 
we  could  write  : — 

“The  following  passage  by  St.  John  I 
wish  may  be  taken  as  the  foundation  of  a 
funeral  sermon  in  my  case.  Selected  by  me 
in  Nov.,  1863, — 2nd  Timothy,  4th  Chapter, 
7th  and  8th  verses.  G.  IJ.  D.” 

‘1  have  fought  a  good  fight,  T  have  finished 
my  course.  1  have  kept  the  faith.  Hence  forth 
there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness 
which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge  will  give 
me  that  day,  and  not  to  me  only  but  unto  all 
them  also  that  love  his  appearing.* 

“And  the  following  sketch  of  my  life  may 
be  read  on  tha  occasion  of  the  funeral  servi¬ 
ces  at  any  time  which  may  suit  the  minister 
officiating: — 

“The  subject  of  this  notice  was  born  at 
the  residence  of  his  Grandfather  Detlor,  in 
the  township  of  Fredericksburg  h  on  the  24th 
day  of  July,  1794.  -  - 

“In  the  year  1802  his  father  and  family 
removed  to  the  town  of  York  (now  city  of 
Toronto)  where  he  was  employed  as  clerk  in 
the  Inspector  General’s  office  and  as  book¬ 
keeper  for  a  merchant  from  1804  until  the 
time  of  his  death  which,  he  met  in  the  de¬ 
fense  of  his  country  at  the  time  of  the  inva¬ 
sion  of  the  Americans  in  April,  1813. 

“His  grandfather  and  mother  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  Methodist  society  which  was 
formed  by  Philip  Embury  in  the  city  of 
New  \  ork.  In  consequence  of  their  loyalty 
to  the  British  Crown  they  were  compelled 
to  leave  the  United  States.  After  taking  up 
their  residence  in  Fredericksburgh  their 
house  was  a  constant  home  for  the  Method¬ 
ist  preachers,  as  was  likewise  the  house  of 
his  father  while  livincr  in  the  town  of  York. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  he  removed  his 
mother  andfamily  to  Fredericksburgh, where* 
she  owned  a  farm — himself  entering  into  the 
mercantile  business  with  the  late  Hugh  C. 
Thomson,  of  the  town  of  Kingston.  In  ISIS 
he  married  the  second  daughter  of  the  late 
John  Boblin,  of  Adolphustown. 

“The  partnership  with  Mr.  Thomson  was 
dissolved— both  retiring  from  the  mercantile 
business — Mr.  Thomson  engaging  in  print- 
eng  and  publishing  and  he  in  farming  and 
milling.  In  1829  he  re-commenced  trading 
near  the  present  town  of  Napanee  and  even¬ 
tually  removed  to  the  (then)  village  of  Nap¬ 
anee. 

“In  1S3C  he  was  elected  to  the  Provincial

Destruction  of  Russian  Forests. 

The  constantly  increasing  destruction 
of  Russian  forests  is  naturally  discussed 
with  much  interest  by  Russian  papers. 
the  last  hundred  years  the  forest  area  m 
Russia  has  diminished  from  11  per  cent, 
in  Twer  to  4G  per  cent,  in  Iliazan.  The 
beautiful  oak  forests  arebecomingextinct. 
Of  the  celebrated  chestnut  woods  of  Vas- 
silsoursk,  which  date  from  the  time  of 
Peter  the  Great,  only  the  borders  exist 
at  present,  while  all  the  interior  is  ravag¬ 
ed.  The  extensive  forests  on  the  banks 
of  Volga  and  Don,  which  once  reached 
far  into  the  steppes  towrard  the  Ural 
mountain,  are  now  destroyed  and  so 
many  millions  of  trees  have  been  felled 
in  the  interior  of  Russia  that  wood  is  be¬ 
coming  scarce  in  many  provinces.  The 
destruction  is  carried  on  very  systemati¬ 
cally  ;  but,  before  long,  it  will  of  needs 
come  to  an  end,  if  the  enormous  consump¬ 
tion  of  firewood  is  not  energetically  stop¬ 
ped.

Hints  on  Butter  Making. 

At  the  recent  Dairymen’s  Convention 
in  Quebec,  Mr.  W.  H.  Lynch,  who  is 
probably  the  best  authority  on  scientific 
dairy  work  in  Canada,  gave  a  most  instruc¬ 
tive  address  on  the  subject,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  brief  resume  : — Mr.  Lynch 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks  said  a  diy 
goods  firm,  at  great  expense,, brought  out 
Professor  Sheldons  with  an  English  dairy, 
to  attend  the  last  Dominion  Exhibition 
at  St.  John,  N.B.,  and  purely  for  an  ad¬ 
vertisement  of  their  business.  This  fact 
was  proof  enough,  if  any  were  wanted,  of 
the  great  need  for  something  being  done 
to  improve  the  dairy  industry.  The  bring¬ 
ing  out  of  Professor  Sheldon  had  the 
effect  of  satisfying  the  people  of  Canada, 
there  represented,  that  nothing  they  could 
send  us  from  England  is  calculated  to  help 
us  :  it  also  had  the  effect  of  drawing  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  simple  utensils  before  the 
meeting  that  had  been  exhibited  so  long 
as  two  years  ago  in  the  Lower  Provinces, 
and  which  are  now  endorsed  by  authori¬ 
ties,  Canadian,  American  and  English, 
and  have  been  sometimes  in  successful 
operation  in  parts  of  the  Eastern  Town¬ 
ships.  lie  explained  that  he  occupied  a 
different  position  from  the  other  authori¬ 
ties.
